Kremer, state dairy and food com- 
missioner. 


Two thirds of the state's meat Is 


federal-inspected, he said, but 
the 


remaining third is killed in "home" 
butcher shops and in local sausage 
factories when there are no federal 
inspectors. 


"We feel that wrong Is sometimes 


done the 
public that buys these 


meats because the most dangerous 
animals do not go where there is a 
federal inspector and unscrupulous 
fellows get hold of these animals and 
kill, them in- non-licensed 
plants 


where there is no provision for ante- 
mortem examination. 
Killed 
and 


cleaned, the meat cannot be correct- 
ly inspected, because the disease- 
bearing organs and the head have 
been separated from the carcass," 
Mr. Kremer said. 


"In order that we may have some 


control over these uninspected shops 
•we have divided the industry into 
three classifications, with a licensing 
provision to govern each." 


In the first class are the butchers. 


To obtain a state license hereafter 
the butcher must have some knowl- 
edge and skill in detecting disease 
in animals. Then he will act as sort 
of state inspector for his own shop 
and will lose his job in that capacity 
and his license to butcher If he is 
found to be killing and selling di- 
fseased livestock. His license, which 


ill cost |5 after he has paid a $5 


examination fee, will bring with it 
stamps for approving his meat.

TRIP TO ARCTIC 


Big Job Remains to Be Done 


in North Country, Says 
Capt. "Bob" Bartlett 


BY HORTENSE SAUNDERS 


New York — There's a big job yet. 


to be done in the arctic, and Captain 
"Bob" Bartlett, who has sailed the 
seas for 40 years, been shipwreck- 
ed 12 times and seen four of his own 
ships sink, plans to do it. 


He is going to fit up a ship, with 


enough beam so it is almost as wide 
as it is long, literally a tub, take it 
up into Bering Strait, let it freeze in- 
to the ice, and drift across the polar 
region into the Atlantic on the other 
side. 


"The ship will be equipped," he 


said, "with large deck space fitted 
up for laboratories and oceanagrajh- 
Ic work. We'll have all sorts of in- 
struments for determining the depth 
of the water, magnetic condition1- 
tidal currents and for making met- 
eorological observations. 
WHEN PLANES WON'T COUNT 
"We can study weather conditions 


find out where storms are born, 
learn about the 
aurora 
borealis, 


dredge for polar flora and fauna, and 
determine the ocean floor up there, 
This will all have to be done from 
ships rather than from the air. 


"Someone's got to do it — it's the 


last great geographic project to be 
done m the world today, and the 
biggest assignment waiting in the 
arctic.", 


Captain Bartlett already has the 


engine for his new ship, and the 
plans, and it will shortly be con- 
structed — probably on the west 
coast. He figures on a crew of eight 
men only.

When Jefferson was pres- 
ident, his forbears were cod fishers 
on the Labrador banks. Dring the 
war he was commissioned Lieuten- 
ant-Commander in the U. S. Navy 
and captained five different troop 
transports.

Washington—(/P)—Regulations 
for

Since the passage of the air com- 


merce act of 1926, which provided 
for fqrmulation of rules governing 
arrival of aircraft passengers from 
foreign ports, scores of conferences 
have been held by officials of 
the 


comnferce, labor and, treasury de- 
partments. 


Heads of these three arms of the 


government are charged -with form- 
ulating the rules and they are about 
ready to promulgate definite recom- 
mendations. 


Public health department officials 


have finished their part of the sur- 
vey and suggest less vigorous re- 
strictions. They believe that waiv- 
ing the requirements for a bill of 
health from all persons entering the 
country by plane might help. This 
measure has been in effect since 
1920.

H'-"cd«Ceive and misdirect the people. 


•" ' The most vital force in international 


relations today is the universal de- 
'tnaitd for peace. Nothing can obscure 


'" this-fact, and those political leaders 
'' and rulers who are disposed to belittle 


it OP to obstruct it are not only mak- 
ing a critical mistake in policy, but 
,they are false to the interests of hu- 
manity. The jingoes and alarmists 
who continually talk in terms of na- 
tional security and isolation and who 
seek to convince others that great 
wars are inevitable, are the one great 
menace tr/peace today. They talk and 
act like the politicians of a generation 
ago who were preparing for the World 
war. Before the spark was touched off 
at Sarajevo the statesmen and rulers 
of Europe were preaching the same 
doctrine of the inevitableness of war. 
They wer.e driving the people on blind- 


•~tsryaA madly-to-destrffc'fion. The^var 


f" of 1914 was- riot a war of the people. 


It^wa* a war-of misfit, unfit conspira- 
tors and demagogues. It had no basis 
of reason or right and was totally in- 
defensible from any and all stand- 
points. Yet it was born bf exactly the 
same philosophy and reasoning that 
we hear preached today in opposition 
to peace movements. 


No good, for instance, is accom- 


plished by ratifying the Kellogg treaty 
outlawing war and at the same time 
proclaiming to the world a belief that 
the treaty is futile and valueless. The 
act loses much of its weight if we de- 
clare it a gesture and admit that we 
have no faith in it. Yet that is exactly 
what prominent senators did in voting 
for the treaty. What these men ^are 
really doing is to cultivate" the war 
spirit, and not the peace spirit. Their 
unvarying attitude is the inevitable- 
ness of war. Peace conventions, world 
courts and the like are to them pre- 
tenses and exist only to cover up sin- 
ister purposes and policies. 
What is 


the basis for such reasoning? Is it not 
a fact that the basis for it exists al- 
most entirely in the minds of those 
who present it? They are not express- 
ing the hopes and wishes of the people 
when they assert that wars must go 
on. On the contrary, they are ignoring 
and defying public opinion and seek- 
ing to turn it against itself into the 
channels that serve their own pessi- 
mistic or malign philosophy. 


One of these days when statesmen 


persist in telling the people that they 
must fight and that there can be no 
peace, the people will rise up and de- 
mand to know why. They will refuse 
to follow that kind of leadership, and 
they will give their support and con- 
fidence to men who are working for 
the ideals of peace. Threats of 11 ar are 
the threats oi individuals, not nations. 
and they should be discouraged, not 
encouraged. Every time we execute a 
step which seeks to substitute reason 
for force and peace for war and at the 
same time ridicule and denounce it, \\c 
show to the world too much of mis- 
chievous and irresponsible political 
leadership. The people are not going 
on forever making themselves fodder 
for war thinkers and war conspirators. 
The way to stop war is to stop plan- 
ning and thinking in terms of war and 
to bind nations together with commit- 
ments to ways and instruments of 
peace, 
• 


MR. HUGHES IN THE CABINET 


•uWashington dispatches say that Mr. 


Hoover has invited Charles Evans 
Hughes to become his secretary of 
state. It is a natural, almost certain se- 
lection. Mr. Hughes is the best fitted 
and best equipped man in the United 
States for this important post. 
Mr. 


Root would equal him if it were not 
for his age, but with this name elimi- 
nated Mr. Hughes stands alone. 
He 


has had a perfect life-long training in 
statecraft and international law, and in 
this capacity he is undoubtedly 
the 


foremost living American. 
A distin- 


guished governor of New York state, 
prosecutor 
of the great 
insurance 


scandal, secretary of state, member of 
the 
supreme court of the United 


States, nominee for the presidency, 
originator of the Washington arms 
conference, American spokesman at 
other notable international gatherings 
and finall} chu-,en as a judge of 
the 


world court, Mr. Hughes bulks high 
on the world horizon. He would be the 
greatest single asset Mr. Hoover could 
summon to his administration. 


Moreover 
Mr. Hughes would be 


particularly 
valuable in charge of 


foreign relations at 
the time when 


peace movements are at their height 
and when cooperation with Europe is 
of such great consequence. He would 
show to much better ad\antage under 
a chief of his own leanings and sympa- 
thies than he did 
under Harding, 


when his hands were largely tied by 
politics. Mr. Hughes has been a liberal 
all his life. He is a humanitarian and 
is in the prime of his mental faculties. 
We take it there is only one question 
about his selection. He has just been 
elected to the Permanent Court of In- 
ternational Justice. It is a very great 
honor, the culmination of a long ca- 
jreer of distinguished public service. 
Mr. Hughes may feel he can contrib- 
ute more to the world's progress by 
sitting at the Hague than at Washing- 
ton. Upon this probably will depend 
his answer to Mn" Hoover. 


GERMAN REPARATIONS 


J. P. Morgan and Owen D. Young 


have been named to attend the con- 
ference on 
German reparations in 


Paris as unofficial representatives of 
the United States. 
They are in fact 


^foreign appointees, selected, however, 
with the approval and consent of 
Washington. Because of the fact that 
Americans worked out the tentative 
solution of German reparations known 
as the Dawes plan, it was essential 
that they should have a part in the at- 
tempt to reach a final solution. Better 
choice could not have been made than 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Young. 
Mr. 


Young was one of the three members 
of the original Dawes commission and 
is credited with having worked out the 
so-called Dawes plan. 
He is at the 


head of the General Electric Co. and 
is one of America's greatest financiers. 
He is also a man of broad human sym- 
pathies and disposed to be ethical in 
his judgments. Although the contrary 
has been asserted, we do not believe 
-either he oc-Mr. Morgan will approach 
reparations from the 
cold-blooded 


banker's standpoint. They will endeav- 
or to be practical but they will also 
try to incorporate justice and fairness 
in the award. It is to be hoped that 
both will accept and that the condition 
of Mr. Young's wife, who is ill in Ari- 
zona, will permit him to perform this 
further great service to Germany and 
to Europe.

responsibility one in my position as 
teacher or expert owes to those who 
place confidence in the health teach- 
ings they find here. 


If. as I am certain exposure to 


cold, wet, drafts, change of weather, 
insufficient clothing and all that, nev- 
er causes actual illness< except frost- 
bite, although trifling changes of 
this kind in the environment unques- 
tionably to bring on snuffling, stuff- 
ing up of the nose, sneezing, cough- 
ing and perhaps sudden increase of 
secretions in individuals who have 
some chronic, nose, throat or chest 
disease, it follows that the familiar 
term "a cold" is a misnomer. If you

Jf Charles Dickmis had npt 


been almost snobbl-shly ashamed of 
the fact that as a small boy he had. 
worked in a .shoe-blacking faftory, 
thp great novel that has charirn-d 
millions for three quarters of a cen- 
tury would probably never have been 
written. 


Dickens' 
sensitiveness 
on 
this 


point is hard to understand. At least 
in America it Is never regarded as a 
disgrace for a great man to have 
been humbly employed in youth. It 
is even credited to Lincoln as a vir- 
tue that he was once a rail splitter. 
A politician who had worked in a 
shoe blacking factory as a bay would 
be likely to -work his publicity agent 
overtime telling the world about it. 


But Dickens didn't look at is that 


way He tried his level best to keep 
it dark that he spent a portion of 


-5 boyhood years in such an estab- 


lishment. His own wife didn't know 
about It after they had been mar- 
ried for manv >ears. He took the 
most elaborate precautions to Keep 
that episode in his life fiom the pub- 
lic. 


Then one day, almost by accident, 


Forster, his intimate friend and bus- 
iness marager. stumbled 
upon It. 


Since he was planning to write Dick- 
ens' biography he very 
naturally 


went direct to Dickens and asked 
him about it. 


The fact that the cat was out of 


the bag- threw the great novelist into 
a fever of excitement, which is al- 
most impossible to understand. He 
could hardly have been more dis- 
turbed if it had been revealed that 
he had served a term in prison. 


What was to be done' He had tc * 


confess to Forsfpr of course that it 
was true but he swore Forster to 
secrecy. Then he decided to writ« 
th° story of his life himself for fear 
that someone else would make the 
shameful fact that he had worker? in 
a blackening iactorv more shameful 
than it was 
He began the autobi- 


ography and wrote a number of 
chapters, plannfrs:—according to the 
author of "This Side Idolatry"—that 
the book would be found among his 
t>ar>ers after his death and would be 
published by his'literary executors. 


But there were other 
emotional 


scenes In his life .hat he could not 
put down on paper and finally he 
tore up the chapters he had written 
and burned them half-reluctantlv. 


It was not until then that the idea 


came to him to -write a biographical 
novel. In fiction form he could give 
ill the events of his life and treat 
them any -nav he saw fit He could 
leave out v.hat did not suit his fan- 
cy and he could make such additions 
as he would need for the story Tie 
oould relieve his feelings and cou'd 
out in black and vhite the main out- 
line of his life without giving them 
the authority of straight autobiog- 
raphy. '

FOUND BY DOCTORS 


Five Years of Investigation 


Leads to Finding Cause of 
Disease 


BY DR. MORRIS FISHBEIN 
Under the auspices of the Medical 


Research Council of Great Britain, 
two investigators, Dr. P. P. Laidlow 
and G. W. Dunkin, have completed 
a period of five years of experimenta- 
tion with* the indication that It is 
now going to be possible to conquer 
the disease, distemper In dogs. 


They were not able to isolate a 


causative organism but they were 
able to get infectious material with 
which to develop distemper in ani- 
mals. 


The experiment showed that the 


disease is infective In its first phase 
of fever, even before 
the general 


symptoms appear; that the 
nasal 


discharges are uniformly 
infective 


at first, and that it is possible for the 
disease to be -transferred from one 
animal to another through the air 
over very short distances. 


Isolation of infected animals 
at 


the earliest possible stage would 
probably do much to stop the spread 
of the disease, whereas the crowding 
together of animals ie responsible 
for its spread. 


AGENT IS TINT ORGANISM 
The infective agent Is one of those 


tiny organisms too small to be seen 
with 
the 
microscope, 
filtrable 


through fillers which will hold back 
visible bacteria.

Tegucigalpa May Be Base 


for Route Between U. S 
and South 


Washington, D. C. — An airport 


may be built at Tegucigalpa, Hondu 
ras, before Its Inhabitants hear the 
whistle of a railroad engine. It Is re 
ported that the Honduran 
capital 


will be made a base on an air route 
between the United States and Cen 
al /.'^erican Republics. 


"Tegucigalpa, which lies In the 


hills of Honduras, due south of Chi 
cago, Is one of those cities which 
though somewhat Isolated, keeps 
trav«l writers revising their notes,' 
says a bulletin from the Washing- 
ton, D. C. headquarters of the Na 
tional Geographic Society. 
REPLACE OXCART 


"Slightly more than a decade ago 


a correspondent of The Society de- 
scribing his visit to Tegucigalpa 
wrote, 'From Amapala (a port on the 
^wafic coast of Hondurast) a. launch 
Is taken to San Lorenzo where nec- 
essary mules should be arranged for 
In advance since they have to come 
from a town some miles away. If a 
light pack Is all the traveler has, 
It can be taken with him on a mule; 
otherwise it Is better and cheap- 
er to send heavy baggage forward 
by oxcart. Tegucllgalpa should be 
reached in three days.' 
"While the same route now is tak- 


en by the traveler who approach- 
es it from the Pacific coast,, the 
three days' trip has been cut to but 
a few hours. Three hours after 
boarding a boat at Amapala the tra 
veler arrives at San Lorenzo and is 
conrforably seated In an automo- 
bile tor the trip over the Honduran 
hills to the capital, 61 miles inland. 
The mules and oxcarts still plod the 
highway but truck and automobile 
traffic is replacing this antiquated 
mode of transportation. 


"Tegucigalpa means 'Silver Hill.' 


Sflver and gold mined in the neigh- 
borhood brought the city into the 
spotlight many times during the past 
two centulres. 
Between 1778 and 


1820 $200,000,000 worth of these pre- 
cious metals was produced. Inter- 
mittent political trouble threatened 
the city's growth from time to tune 
but between, disturbances it prosper- 
ed."Today Tegucigalpa has 39,000 in- 
habitants, who are noted for their 
hospitality. Commenting on his visit 
to the Honduran capital during his 
South, American 
flight, 
Colonel 


Charles A. Lindbergh wrote: 'For 
two days I visited with the friendly 
people of Tegucigalpa and it was 
with regret that I took the air on 
January 5 
' 


"The city, nestling among the fer- 


tile Honduras hills, basks in the- 
tropical sun. No railroad yards or 
sblp docks are there to disturb the 
eardrums of the natives but 
the 


noise of the market place furnishes 
excitement aplenty. Here the rural 
folk 'attempt superealesmanshlp by 
word of mouth and wild gestures, 
while the city folk, Latins that they 
are, wait for an opening to drive 
home a bargain. 


"Most of the buildings In the cap- 


ital are but one story, forming mono- 
tonous rows along narrow cobbled 
atreets. Now and then the streets 
epen into parks but the real beauty 
•pots of the city are to be found in 
the countryards which many of the 
houses surround. A peep into some 
of them reveals artistically laid out 
gardens and walks, forming colorful 
frames for splashing fountains. 


"Modern buildings, rising above 


the old, tiled, housestops are appear- 
ing but the outstanding structure is 
the Casa Presidencia, the Honduran 
•White House.' It is a magniflcant 
•tone building of two stories with a 
fortresslike wall nearly 
surround- 


ing it. 
/frWhile the airplane reached Tegu- 


cigalpa before the steam engine, 
railroads are pushing their way from 
the Atlantic coast inland toward the 
«Ity. Nearly one-third of the trip 
from Puerto Cortes on the Atlantic 
coast to Tegucigalpa now may be 
made by railroad which connects 
with a good highway."
